This must be a production-run error since so many people 
seem to have the same problem.

I have had one 
since 1952 or 53. I bought it while I was in high school and it was my 
station rx for the next two or three years. I know now that it is no great 
shakes as an HF rx, but boy I thought it was wonderful back then. 

I guess not very many of them were made. I don't see or hear of many of 
them, the last quoted price I saw was less than $100. Moore gives the mfg. 
dates as 1951-1954. 

For those of you not familiar with them, the S-76 sported a HUGE 
S-meter, must be 4-5 inches across! 11 tubes (miniature), double conversion; 
1650 kHz, and 50 kHz. L-C filter (no xtal). No product detecto, Am and CW 
only. I don't remember how stable it was, probably not very good, I just 
left the thing on 24 hours/day, 7 days/week and that took care of that! Had 
the usual Hallicrafters aura of cheap construction, but performed acceptably, 
given what it was. Selectivity was pretty good. 

I'm thinking about rehabilitating mine, I havent had it on the air for 
over 30 years. If you're looking for a cheap, general purpose rx these may 
be a good buy if my price recollection is accurate.

My only observation, other than to note that this interesting receiver 
sports what certainly must qualify as The Mother of All S-Meters, is that 
the S-76 appears to have been Hallicrafters' commercial introduction of 
the 50-kc IF. Concurrent with the S-76, Hallicrafters was marketing the 
SX-71, which also was a double-conversion rig but using a more 
commonplace 455-kc IF. Hallicrafters seems to have blended the more 
successful elements of both of these receivers into the line that 


followed (SX-88, SX-96, S-85, SX-99, SX-100) -- for instance, the 
50-kce IF of the S-76 and the twin-dial panel layout of the SX-71. I've 
used both, and their performance is similar -- although one does risk 
suffering whiplash if one follows the movement of the S-76's giant 
S-meter too closely...

Lurking around the BA digest, read your reply on the HO-10. Just 
happen to have one I've used for years that a month or two ago 
developed what can only now be assumed is an internal short in the 
power transformer (no trace, and the transformer slowly gets real 
hot--even with all the tubes removed, including the CRT). Unless 
there is another failure mode that describes this condition, I'm 
looking at either selling for parts, paying Peter Dahl $125 for their 
replacement (not a TERRIBLE idea, but costly--yikes), or lucking out 
on the used gear market. You (or someone like you?) wouldn't, for 
example, be likely to have such a part (or perhaps better suggestion), 
would you? Had to ask. 


I think my two tone generators work--last time I tried them they 
did--the hybrids look good, anyway. BTW, other failures related to 
this one--had a dead short in the first .15/1600wvdce cap in the hv 
filter (thought I fixed it with that one), but replacing it and it's 
partner with series'ed .47/63Qwvdc polyesters didn't fix the problem. 
Also noticed a piece of "leg" flying around inside the 1V2 rectifier, 
but nothing changes the power transformer warming problem, 
apparently.

Well, I haven't seen a blown xfrmr in one of these, but scopes to 
develop them, of course. Before spending real money or time, sugges 


t you remove xALL* loads from all the secondaries and see if 
it overheats - could be something like a shorted filament line. 


Failing that, there are numerous tricks to saving transformers once 

you located the defective winding. There's a simple trick of 

leaving the primary disconnected and feeding 6.3 VAC into the filament 
winding - the transformer will develop hv just as before. If the 

whole works is shot, I'd just scrounge one of the $2 - $5 scopes that 
litter the ground of every flea market. The voltage in the HO-10/13 

is not that high, and you also might find a couple of standard 

single winding xfrmrs that could be assembled and left outside the set- 
it's worth it if money's important to you.

I am trying to align the RF stages of an HRO variant called an RDG. It uses 
coils 

similar to the HRO, but has no band spread and covers a slightly diff. 
range. 

The problem is that the radio tracks over 50-60% of the band, even with NIB 
coils. 

Moving the LO up or down and re-tweaking the RF stages does not result in any 
better tracking, only a shift to the high or low portion of the band. There 
is no 

obvious sens. problem and all the tubes are good. One unusual aspect of this 
radio 

is the 4 gang tuning cap; it is intended to be motor driven and is much 
larger and 

oddly proportioned than the manual tune versions. Does any one have any 
experience 

with this radio or have a schematic? I am wondering if the tracking was not 
a problem 

in its application (HF panoramic RX).

Subject: HV Plate Transformer Testing and Use

Since I seem to attract lotsa plate transformers but zero high voltage choke 
units, has anybody ever considered using the secondary of a plate transformer 
as a filter choke? I was even thinking that some sort of load on the primary 
like a light bulb might provide some regulatory action, but haven't thought 
this one through yet. The secondary at least should survive the voltage 
stresses in "choke mode" without arcing? Or am I going to run into saturation 
problems due to lack of a core gap? 


I have a number of old to older plate transformers and am hesitant to stress 
them with the higher peak current demand of a capacitor input filter. Hence 
the improvised choke idea. 


About using plate iron originally designed for full wave rectification with the 
center tap grounded.. has anybody run into arcover problems when the units are 
run to a full wave bridge, with the center tap left floating? It occurs to me 
that the internal wiring to the center taps on these units might not be as 


heavily insulated, as they were designed to be grounded, not floating at some 
high average DC level. 


Testing procedures.. I plan to test these things by running the secondary AC 
direct into a resistive load, guessing at wattage, watching for excessive 
heating of the units after running under load for a half hour or so. What 
might be considered an acceptable temperature rise above ambient to use as an 
upper limit, or is this not a particularly valid test to determine ratings? 
With a shoebox full of 100K 250 watt resistors, I can certainly vary the load 
conditions (and provide a nice shack warmer for the test duration!)

As some of you may know, I purchased the famous "$75 HRO" posted on 
rec.radio.swap some time ago. After a two month wait, (and an 

additional $50.00 in shipping and re-shipping charges, eek!) the receiver, 
ten coils, and power supply arrived from Ottawa, Canada. I was 

suprised to find that the set was not an HRO-5, but rather a version 

of the HRO Jr. made for military use during the Second World War. I 
identifed the set as an RBJ based on information from the Moore book 

and markings on one of the cans on the chassis. 


Now you have some idea what happens when we buy anything that has to cross 
the border coming this way, UPS sticks you for a $40 "Customs Brokerage 
Charge" coming this way...but that is not the reason for todays conversation.

The receiver cleaned up well and seems to be in good shape. The power 

supply is rack-mount, and looks just like the one in the picture in 

the center of this month's Electric Radio. Now for the wierd part: 

the octal tubes and sockets have been replaced by miniature tubes! 

I thought at first that this was a really involved amateur 

modification, but now think that the changes were made by the 

Canadian military. A number has been professionally ink-stamped next to each 
of the sockets: 38636 (6BE6, 6C4, 6BH6), 38646 (four 6BA6's), 38768 F 
(6AT6), and 6V6-G (the only octal). All except the 6V6 are shielded. 


The antenna terminal is marked E-101. The cans are marked on the top 
and stamped on the side as follow: T-101 (RBJ51N), T-102 (21N), T-103 
(19N), and T-104 (RBJ8N). There are teminals on the rear for a 
speaker, ground, and a terminal marked BSW. The transformers in the 
power supply and receiver are all of Hammond manufacture, and most of 
the tubes were made by Roberts (Canadian, right?). 


I think you mean Rogers not Roberts, Rogers Majestic was a popular tube 
manufacturer up here for a long time. 


I have seen a number of these variants with the 1950's tubes in theme 
locally, they were done it seems on a contract basis. I have seen an HRO 
manual with "CAE" stamped on it which stands for Canadian Avaiation 
Electronics, which is big into flight simulators these days. There were 
"rebuild" contracts let for some of these types of radios, they were very 
popular for use by a "gov't agency in the south end of Ottawa" for many 
years. In fact I have seen one in which the dial mechanism was completely 
worn out, shaft flopping around, and if you look at the HRO worm gear right 


I have a few questions about this set, and hope my fellow BA lovers 
can provide some information: 


1) Anyone familiar with a conversion (octal to minature) of this 
type? What purpose was sought in making these changes? 


The old style tubes were getting hard to find, and resistors and capacitors 
were failing frequently... 


2) What is the BSW terminal for? 

BSW? 

3) I'm not getting B+ when I flip the panel switch, but all looks OK. 
Does this set require a speaker to be connected to pass B+? I seem to 
remember that a dynamic speaker voice coil is part of the B+ circuit. 


Yes, it uses an external audio tube to speaker transformer at full B+ 


4) Finally, a dumb one...how do you determine frequency using the PW 
dial? This is my first HRO-variant, and it's new to me. 


Your coils should have a tuning chart on the front of them, it is fairly 
straingt line at about + or - a 100 Kc or so.... 


Do you have a manual? old tubes or new tubes? I am going to pick up a 
manual for mine, (old tubes) and I would be pleased to make a copy for you 
and pass it on. I will ask around for anyone locally with a copy fo the 


miniature tube variant and qsp a copy to you if I find one. It was hard to 
judge the real variant one has with these up here, the manuals I have seen 
have National HRO on the front of them and then about 25 or more variant 
designations, with no hint as to which one fits what.

The company which packaged this rig for the TRD-15 direction finding 
system was Servo Corporation of America (Servo Industries in 1965) of 
Hicksville, NY.

If you are winding a coil to operate on the broadcast band, an air core 
coil is easiest. You can use a toilet paper or paper towel tube for a 
coil form---just shellac it before you start winding. 


If you are thinking of "steel" in terms of EI laminations or something 
similar, they won't work for you above audio frequencies. The problem 
is eddy currents in the laminations. That is, they look like little 
transfomer secondariew with a low shunt impedance. You can use 
powdered iron, or “iron dust" cores----these are used in ferrite 
antenna rods, and if you want to buy a suitable coil, you can get these 
from antique electronic supply. 


There are a bunch of texts that discuss inductance and coil design. 
For a simple discussion, Ghirardi's "Radio Physics Course" is a good 
place to look. He also gives a nomograph for winding coils with 
approximately the parameters you are using. Terman's "Radio 
Engineering" also has a good section on coils. Langford Smith's 
"Radiotron Designer's Handbook" gives step-by-step instructions for 
designing such things. 


Essentially, permeability is a multiplier, showing how much the 
inductance increases over free air inductance when the material is 
used. This assumes that hysteresis and eddy current losses are 
ignored. At broadcast frequencies, eddy current losses will swamp you 
unless you use powdered iron ("iron dust") materials. In these, the 
iron alloy is very small particles, mixed in a plastic binder, which 
serves to insulate the particles from each other.

Subject: What They Do to Radios

Greetings, 


I just couldn't resist the opportunity to list what a recent BoatAnchor 
acquisition of mine endured. It came with a note saying, "hope you can fix 
this", but the thing endured even more before I set eyes on it. 

Briefly stated, the SP-210-LX (more corectly, EX-LX) had been subjected to 
the following shipping damage: 


- Shipping box dropped multiple times by UPS 

- Shipping box run through by forklift which impacted receiver front panel 
causing 1/4" dent in the 1/8" thick steel panel. 

- Power supply rectangular filter cap protruding from shipping box 

- Cylindrical filter cap broken off at mounting stud 

- Meter glass shattered (from meter movement impact - yup, apparently the 
forklift impact shock was large enough that the bakelite moorings gave way) 
- Several IF can mountings loose at weldment to studs 


As if that weren't enough, prior to shipping the SP-210-EX-LX had undergone 
the following: 

- low-botomy: (coils for the 100-200 kHz and 200-400 kHz bands physically 
removed) 

- 465 kHz IF tuned to 455 kHz 

- half-dozen small mechanical parts missing 

- broken/missing crystal phasing shaft and knob 

- totally filthy front panel 

- raised lettering on panel appeared rusted but was instead covered with 
some gunk, perhaps MFP to keep the lettering from rusting (?) 


I must confess that in my childhood, I too removed some low-frequency coils 
in a Super-Pro in hopes of converting it to cover beyond 20 MHz, but, never 
got a round tuit, so I'm not totally surprised to end up with one similarly 
mangled. I am puzzled as to why someone removed both sets of low-frequency 
coils though. 


The receiver didn't work too well with the IF aligned at 455 kHz. But, sure 
enough, that's were it was, adjusted quite precisely, everything set at 455 
kHz. It took me a while to figure out why the crystal filter wasn't 
working. It works a whole lot better after being readjusted to 465 kHz. 


BTW, does anyone have specifics for adjusting the Super-Pro crystal filter? 
I've gotten reasonable results by tuning the lower slug for the crystal 
peak, adjusting the upper slug to broaden the response and adjusting the 
phasing trimmer until it sounds right. I suspect this could be improved 
upon, though. Perhaps the HQ-120 and others came with instructions on how 
to align the filter. Any help appreciated. 


With a little clean-up this old SP-210-EX-LX has become a real nice looking 
radio. On a scale of 10, the front panel is now between 8 and 9. Fifteen 
minutes with an anvil, wooden block, hammer and TLC helped tremendously. 
Just a couple of half-inch long scratches remain where the fork-lift 
impacted. The paint is dark smoky metallic (little metal flecks). The 
three remaining bands work about like they should, too. It's a little off 
frequency, though, so an RF realignment is still called. 


Also, if anyone knows the whereabouts of a full set of low-frequency coils 
for the beast, please let me know. I'm also looking for Super-Pro knobs; 
both the standard fluted ones with metal pointers and the rectangular knobs 
with tapered pointer. The rectangular knobs are the same, I believe, as 
those used on the HQ-120, HQ-129, etc. Again, any help here would be 
appreciated.

I tried to cut into the paper covering to hopefully see wher the disconnect 
occurred. Well as luck has it the open is located on the inside winding. The 
wire size is to small to consider an easy rewind. 


So, if anyone has an old ranger parts unit I want to buy this transformer. I'll 
even buy you complete parts unit if the price is right.

Description: Driver Transformer 

Some easy to verify specs: 1:1 transformer with both primary and secondary 
having 270 ohm DC resistance.
